MANILA. Philippines — Another 
UFO has been reported sighted over 
the Philippines. 

An Unidentified Flying Object, 
flashing a rainbow of colors, was 
seen over a southeastern city on the 
main Philippine island of Luzon last 
week, according to published re¬ 
ports. 

The newspaper Daily' Bulletin 
said residents of Legazpi, 220 miles 
southeast of Manila, rushed out of 
their homes to view the object and 
were “enthralled" at the colors it 
flashed before it headed east. 

Nine days ago, an American sci¬ 
entist claimed he and hundreds of 
villagers saw a UFO land in the 
southern Philippines at the coun¬ 
try's highest mountain peak. 

There were other reports of simi¬ 
lar sightings in the Philippines in 
recent weeks. Authorities have or¬ 
dered an investigation but so far 
have not announced any findings.
